Construction timelines and 
budgeting are still on track for the 
S3.5 million sewage lagoon ex¬ 
pansion project 

Didsbury's acting town man¬ 
ager Doug Plamping said con¬ 
struction is on schedule and the 
largest expenditures have already 
been completed, leaving the town 


right on budget 

The expansion project began 
last year after a two year delay to 
find the appropriate land site for a 
new sewage lagoon cell to handle 
Didsbury's increased sewage 
flow Alberta Environment had 
handed Didsbury a three year ex¬ 
tension of their sewage lagoon 
licence to undertake the expan¬ 
sion planning 

The cost for the entire project 


is $3.5 million, an increase of $1 
million from the original esti¬ 
mate completed in 1991 The in¬ 
crease was blamed on inflation 
and added capital costs for the 
tw inning of an outfall line to the 
lagoon which had been blamed 
for repeated back up problems 
One of the highest costs for 
the project was the purchase price 
of a liner used to coat the sew age

Didsbury rate payers will see 
a slight reduction on their taxes 
for education under the new 
province-wide tax system 

The Alberta government took 
away local taxation rights from 
school boards to apply a prov- 
mcc-widc mill rate equal in 
every jurisdiction While many 
municipalities will see an in¬ 
crease in taxation rates for edu¬ 
cation as high as 35 percent, 
Didsbury’s rate will decrease 
this year by 41 percent in 1995 
and by .55 percent in the next 
two years 

Cremona is the only other 
jurisdiction in the area to sec a 
decrease in education taxation 
in the County of Mountain View 
Cremona's taxes will decrease 
by nearly 4 percent in the next 
two years Olds. Carstairs, Sun- 
dre and county residents will 
see their taxes rise for education 
purposes Olds will pay an extra 
2.05 percent this y ear. Carstairs 
will pay an extra 2 09 percent, 
county residents will pay an 
extra 10 percent and Sundrc resi¬ 
dents will sec a 3.31 percent 
increase In the next two years, 
these municipalities will sec an 
even greater increase, as high as 
31 48 percent for county resi¬ 
dents

cell, a mandatory step outlined 
by Alberta Environment The 
liner alone cost the town $ 1 mil¬ 
lion Land costs were also high 
Purchase of 160 acres from 
Westway Seed Farms cost the 
town $331,000 Plamping said 
the town had considered three 
sites for the expansion but size 
restrictions and environmental 
testing showed the Westway 
land as the best possible site 
Another 5 acres was purchased 
at a cost of $6500 and an 
easement was obtained for pipe¬ 
lines at a cost of $7000. 

Government funding for the 
project also increased with the 
increase in costs Didsbury re¬ 
ceived $19 million from Al¬ 
berta Transportation and Utili¬ 
ties and $ 160,000 from the fed¬ 
eral infrastructure program In¬ 
vestment of the Alberta grant 
money netted another $132,000 
and an offsite reserve added 
$18,000 towards the costs A 
debentu re from the town for $ 1 3 
million covers the remaining 
costs The debenture is being 
paid through increased sewage 
costs to town home owners

At the Legislature A premium or a tax? 


Against blackmail

Slim Powell has had enough 
"Somewhere we have to make a 
stand and say it’s gotta change " 
The 80-year-old senior citizen 
from Morinville, north of Edmon¬ 
ton. has taken a stand He stopped 
sending the government his 
monthlv health care premiums 
"We saw the hospital in Islay 
closin' down and those people don't 
have anywhere to go and they don't 
have any idea w here they 're gonna 
go And now we get a government 
that's getting almost 20 thousand 


dollars a year tax free (per ML A) on 
the top of their salary and they're 
taxing people on a gross income of 
$15,000 

Powell says they can have the 
money when they meet two condi¬ 
tions First, provincial treasurer Jim 
Dinning has to admit that the pre¬ 
miums are really a tax Secondly, 
they have to promise not to put his 
health care premiums into private 
clinics, like Calgary's Gimbcl eye 
clinic, a private facility which 
charges "facility fees" on top of the 
money it collects from the public 
health sy stem 

"Gimbcl is trying to move in and 
get somethin' going that you and I 
are going to pay for and I'll never be 
able louse, because I can't afford it" 
So Slim Powell's money. $40 a 
month, is going into a trust account 
He can't withdraw the money, but 
Jim Dinning could if he's ready to 
call those premiums a tax 

"The treasurer could draw on 
that account right now They got the 
number of the account There's 
nothin' stoppin' him " 

Not likely Only one other prov¬ 
ince charges health care premiums 
and while economists may agree 


that by definition it is a tax, the 
premier and his treasurer were 
clearly not about to concede the 
point after months of debate "A 
premium is a premium," roared 
Klein in the house, "and a tax is a 
tax " 

So what does Ralph do about 
Slim? 

It would be illegal for any pro¬ 
vincial government to withhold 
medical serv ices from any one, but 
as Health Minister Shirley 
McClellan pointed out. it is possi¬ 
ble to go after the money, with 
collection agencies, if necessary 
One of her officials mentioned the 
damage that could be done to 
Powell's credit rating 

It puts the Klein government in 
an awkward situation, though A 
judge might well find that Slim 
Powell has made the money av ail¬ 
able to the gov eminent. but if Treas- 
urer Jim Dinning were to clean out 
the account, he'd have to explain 
himself publicly 

Meanwhile, in Ottawa. Reform 
Leader Preston Manning was cre¬ 
ating another awkward health care 
situation for Klein's government

Thank goodness somebody in their right mind was able 
to strike a blow (no pun intended) for the parent’s right to 
discipline their children the way they see fit 

While it is obviously necessary for people to be aware 
that child abuse exists, the law has, to this date, allowed too 
many other people to apply their own morality to other 
families 

What right did this woman in Ontario have to have 
charges laid against a man who saw fit to spank his child 9 
Who are these people who go around preaching against 
spanking when they do not live with the children who may 
benefit from it 9 What kind of twisted psychology is being 
applied that suggests all children can be reasoned with 9 

Anyone who has studied any kind of elemental child 
psychology knows children lack the capacity to think 
abstractly for the first several years of life They cannot 
understand the potential consequences of their actions For 
example if a parent tells the child not to play on the street 
because they might get hit by a car, the child generally 
cannot grasp the idea ofbeing hurt by a potential threat that 
may or may not happen If the child repeatedly disobeys the 
parent’s command, then spanking is the only way to get the 
message through They understand that their action carries 
an unpleasant consequence which they have experienced 
It is a concrete memory as opposed to a theoretical 
exercise 

Children continually test their limits They need bounda¬ 
ries to establish a working, healthy relationship with reality 
in society They need to know the difference between a 
minor mistake and a major no-no While scolding can work, 
it seems more humane somehow to be able to deliver a few 
smacks on the bottom, not in anger, and then to be able to 
take that child in your arms and let them know they are still 
valuable and loved They learn that justice is necessary but 
it doesn't make them bad children and that their parents care 
enough to set limits 

Children who suffer from dressings down from their 
parents can just as easily be scarred emotionally as a child 
who is physically abused can be scarred 

Spanking is not about child abuse It is about parents 
caring for their children enough to teach them about 
consequences And that is a life long lesson we all need to 
learn

and could not be used for another 
facility. The Super 8 Motel people 
are people I met with regarding my 
project 

There is an attitude amongst the 
business people in this town that 
"no competition is the best compe¬ 
tition" as I was told at a Chamber of 
Commerce Meeting Competition 
is what makes a community thrive, 
as does competition in business

You cannot build a solid tax base 
on residential taxes alone 1 low can 
you possibly expect developers to 
come to Didsbury when you have 
this attitude and mentality?

Just when you thought we'd get 
through an entire week without 
hearing the phrase "two-tiered 
medicine", the leader of the Reform 
Party told the House of Commons 
that w ithout a two tiered system, in 
which the wealthy can buy more 
and better health care than other 
Canadians. Medicare would not 
survive. Klein has been under at¬ 
tack on this subject since suggest¬ 
ing that it was alright w ith him and 
that Alberta may already have two 
tiered medicine, but neither Klein 
nor his health minister were pre¬ 
pared to take issue with Manning's 
support for a two tiered sy stem 
"I’m not going to agree or 
disagcec," explained the Premier 
"This Health Minister doesn't 
want to discuss this issue." his 
Health Minister elaborated 

Actually, the only Tory MLA 
who would was Dr Lyle Oberg, a 
family physician and. ironically, 
one of the most profoundly con¬ 
servative members of Klein's gov¬ 
ernment 

"A two tiered system wouldn't 
work in Canada I think we've seen 
evidence of that" 

Oberg, the MLA for Bow Val¬ 
ley. says he's extremely confident 
that Canada can. and should, have 
a single, public, health care sy stem: 
He must get lonely in caucus

The 
trees are donated by Alberta Agri¬ 
culture 

On May 3, TransAlta employees 
will deliver seedlings to Horizon 
School in Olds at 9 a m , Reed Ranch 
School, east of Olds at 11 a m and 
at Olds Elementary at 1 p.m. May 4, 
seedlings will be given to students 


at Hugh Sutherland School in Car- 
stairs at 12:30 p.m. and to Ross 
Ford students in Didsbury at 2:30 
p.m They will also give classroom 
presentations to help children learn 
about electrical safety and the envi¬ 
ronment 

"This program allows us to re¬ 
turn trees to our environment and 
for children to learn about proper 
clearances and safety around power 
lines," said Judy Shell, Community 
Relations Coordinator for 
TransAlta 

Students in TransAlta's northern 


service area will receive lodgepole 
pine seedlings and in the south, 
Colorado spruce, which better suits

The Ami Temp and the 
three Dubby brands indicate tem¬ 
perature on a digital display attached 
to the pacifier's mouthguard. The 
Teddy Fever Indicator has a small 
dot which changes color to indicate 
fever These products are sold across 
Canada in drug stores, grocery stores 
or by mail order. 

Another brand of pacifier ther¬ 


mometer, Color-Dot Soother Plus, 
distributed by Baby Tech (Canada) 
Inc., does not pose a choking hazard 
but is not recommended for use 
because it provides inaccurate read¬ 
ings Like the Teddy brand, this 
product has a small dot which 
changes color to indicate fever 
Health Canada evaluated paci¬ 
fier thermometers in its laboratory 
as part of its post market surveil¬ 
lance program. The test methods 
for the structural integrity of paci¬ 
fier thermometers were based on 
standard tests used to evaluate the 
safety of regular pacifiers 

Though no injuries have been 
reported. Health Canada has re¬ 
ceived one complaint in which the 
Ami Temp product came apart while 
being examined by a consumer 
Parents and caregivers are advised 
to stop using all implicated pacifier 
thermometers and to keep them 
away from children.

We live in the middle of some of the best "Hay Country " in Canada 
but this is also "Cattle Country" and until this year we fed most of our 
hay to our own cattle and sold very little Well, we had bumper crops 
in ’93 and ’94 followed by mild winters, (cows eat less when it’s warm) 
we sold our feeders earlier than usual and grain prices were awful so 
we increased our hay land This spring we had a lot of hay here, and at 
my sister-in-law.

Precision farming for conservation and profit

Maximizing profits and minimiz¬ 
ing environmental impact are a win¬ 
ning combination of potential ad¬ 
vantages researchers see in high- 
tech precision farming systems 
Precision farming uses two 
emerging technologies—global po¬ 
sitioning systems (GPS) and geo¬ 
graphic information systems (GIS) 
"They provide us with new capa¬ 
bilities to analyze and manage soil 
and landscape," said Tom Goddard, 
Alberta Agriculture and soil con¬ 
servation specialist 

He described GPS and GIS as 
tools and more complete tools than 
just detailed soil surveys "Yield 
mapping through satellite technol¬ 


ogy is cheaper and more precise," 
he noted. 

Goddard is part of a research 
team involved in a precision farm¬ 
ing project started in 1993 The 
project is a joint effort of Alberta 
Agriculture, Food and Rural Devel¬ 
opment, the University of Alberta, 
the University of Calgary and two 
private sector companies Sherritt 
Fertilizers and Concord Inc 

At four sites - near Bow Island, 
Mundare, Hussar and Stettler - the 
project team combines satellite tech¬ 
nology with yield monitors on com¬ 
bines to generate field yield maps 

Their next step is developing a 
fertilizer management system that 
gives special treatment to areas of 
the field This is based on the yield 


map plus soil and landscape infor¬ 
mation such as slope 

A computer controls the system 
Its software links the information 
and the fertilizer equipment to the 
satellites GPS accurately positions 
the fertilizer banding equipment 
An on-board GIS system uses that 
position to tell the equipment how 
much fertilizer to apply in the par¬ 
ticular position 

"Our goal is to make the technol¬ 
ogy work for farmers so they can 
adjust their management practices 
to variations within their fields." 
said Goddard 

When farm fields were smaller, 
management practices could be ad¬ 
justed from field to field to match 
some of the major differences in 


soil and landscape, explained 
Goddard As fields became larger, 
greater variations in soil and land¬ 
scape could be found within the 
field 1 low ever, the large fields w ere 
often treated uniformly 

" Through GPS and GIS we can 
define and manage much smaller 
areas within a field," he said "Add 
in variable rate tcehnologv and fer¬ 
tilizer can be adjusted automati¬ 
cally to changed conditions The 
result should be more efficient and 
effective fertilizer use cutting the 
farmer's costs As well, it could 
minimize environmental impacts 
For example, prevent nitrate leach¬ 
ing by reducing nitrogen applica¬ 
tions in specific areas of a field " 
Gerard Oosterhuis, the Bow Is¬ 


land farmer co-operator in the 
project, has already seen the ben¬ 
efits Goddard described "We're 
utilizing fertilizer where it's needed 
the most," he said • 

The technology could also apply 
to spraymg herbicides only on areas 
that have weed problems added 
Goddard 

"Just as important is this tech¬ 
nology's conservation implica¬ 
tions," he said "Farmer's won't just 
see a field as a 160-acre block 
They'll see smaller areas and be 
able to manage those areas' soil and 
other resources better "

Plan For Control of Perennial 
Weeds 

There always seems to be a fair 
amount of discussion concerning the 
increase and spread of perennial 
weeds Many producers are con¬ 
cerned that they seem to be unable to 
get control of these weeds or even to 
limit their spread 

Often our approach has been, if a 
weed is present then we spray it. But 
maybe we should be taking a more 
systematic approach Rather than 
trymg a one shot control method and 
expecting immediate results, we 
need to plan a long term strategy for 
control Any perennial weed prob¬ 
lem takes time to develop and thus 
will require time, patience and ef¬ 
fort to resolve 

How do we develop a control 
plan? 


First we must know what species 
of weed we arc try ing to control 
What is its life cycle? 1 low does this 
particular weed spread 9 Is it by seed 
or through creeping root stocks? At 
what point in its life cycle is the 
w eed most vulnerable? What condi¬ 
tions favor the development and 
spread of this weed 9 

Secondly, we must determine 
what we are doing on our farm that 
has allowed the weeds to become a 
problem Are we doing something 
in our crop rotation that has allowed 
the w eed to increase 9 Are we doing 
our cultivation or spraying at the 
wrong times? Do we miss the proper 
leaf stage for effective chemical 
control or are the plants being al¬ 
lowed to recover between tillage 
operations? Is our equipment doing 
the job we think it is or should we be 
considering some alternative ap¬ 
proaches? Have we selected the 
proper control methods or the most 


effective herbicide 9 Have we made 
decisions based on market factors 
or our own farm cash flow require¬ 
ments that have favored the weed's 
development? 

Remember that it is important to 
consider changes made and crop¬ 
ping practices used in the past two 
or three years, not just the last crop¬ 
ping season 

Third, we must consider what 
other things are involved that may 
influence our decision whether to 
control These factors include po¬ 
tential herbicide residues - what if 
the herbicide that is most effective 
has residual effects 9 How will the 
use of this herbicide affect future 
crop plans? Crop rotations need to 
be planned so that herbicides effec¬ 
tive against the target W'eed may be 
used You need to consider the con¬ 
trol of the w eed in places like slough 
margins, fence lines and rock piles 
Consideration should be given to 


the effects of weather, soil charac¬ 
teristics and soil moisture on the 
performance of the herbicide cho¬ 
sen for control What about the till¬ 
age and its place in the planned 
control program'’ And last but not 
least, what expectations for control 
do you have for the control methods 
you are selecting? Frequently our 
expectations are too high and the 
time period in which we expect re¬ 
sults is too short 

Once we have identified which 
weed is our problem and the reasons 
for its sudden dominance, we are 
ready to evaluate our cropping plans 
and to formulate a plan to achieve 
the control we want Set your goal, 
develop a plan to accomplish that 
goal and stick to your plan 

More than anything else we need 
to be persistant and timely. Persistant 
to develop and stick with an effec¬ 
tive planned control program We 
also need timeliness in our cultiva¬ 


tion, seeding, spraying and harvest 
operations to allow maximum re¬ 
duction in weed population, maxi¬ 
mum crop competition and opti¬ 
mum yields
